Transit 
Strike in 
N.Y. Ends 

Union goes back to work as 
contract negotiations resume 

N E W YO R K I Faced with mounting fines and 
the rising wrath of millions of commuters, 
the city transit union sent its members back 
to work without a new contract and ended 
a crippling, three -day strike that brought 
subways and buses to a standstill. 

Union members were told Thursday to 
return to their jobs starting with the eve- 
ning shift. Most subways were expected to 
be running by the Friday 
morning rush. 

The breakthrough 
came after an all-night 
session with a mediator. 

Around midday, leaders 
of the 33,000-member 
Transport Workers Union 
voted to return to work and 
resume negotiations with the transit authority 
on a new three -year contract. While the deal 
put the nation’s largest mass transit system 
back in operation, it did not resolve the under- 
lying dispute — pension contributions were the 
main sticking point — meaning there could be 
another walkout if the negotiations fail. 

The strike cost the city untold millions in 
police overtime and lost business and pro- 
ductivity at the height of the Christmas rush 
and forced millions to carpool, take taxis, 
ride bicycles or trudge through the freezing

Congress Gives Patriot Act I Month 


House, Senate agree 
to shorten extension 
of eontroversial law 

WASHINGTON I Congress on 
Thursday approved a one -month 
extension of the Patriot Act and 
sent it to President Bush in a pre- 
Christmas scramble to prevent 
many of its anti-terrorism provi- 
sions from expiring Dec. 31. 

The Senate, with only Sen. John 
Warner, R-Va., present, approved 
the Feb. 3 expiration date four hours 
after the House, with a nearly empty 
chamber, bowed to Rep. James 


Sensenbrenner’s refusal to agree 
to a six-month extension. 

Congress can pass legisla- 
tion with only a 
few lawmakers 
present as long 
as no member 
of the House or 
Senate objects. 

The Senate ses- 
sion lasted four 
minutes. 

Sensenbrenner, chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee, said 
the shorter extension would force 
swifter Senate action and had the 
support of the White House and 


Speaker Dennis Hastert, D-Ill. 
The Senate reconvenes Jan. 18 
and the House Jan. 26. 

“A six-month extension, in my 
opinion, would have simply allowed 
the Senate to duck the issue until the 
last week in June,” the Wisconson 
Republican told reporters. 

Most Senate Democrats and a 
few libertarian-leaning Republicans 
united against a House-Senate com- 
promise that would have renewed 
several expiring provisions perma- 
nently while extending some other 
for another four years. 

Democrats were pleased with a 
short-term extension, whether for 


six months or just a few weeks. 

“The amount of time is less 
important than the good-faith effort 
that will be needed in improving 
the Patriot Act to strike the right 
balance in respecting Americans 
liberty and privacy, while protect- 
ing their security,” said Sen. Patrick 
Leahy, D-Vt., the ranking Democrat 
on the Judiciary Committee. 

Without action by Congress, sev- 
eral provisions enacted in the days 
following the 2001 terror attacks 
wouldhave expired.

Justice Dept. Defends 
Domestic Spy Program 


Bush administration 
letter stresses need to 
fight against terrorism 

WASHINGTON | The Bush admin- 
istration formally defended its 
domestic spying program in a let- 
ter to Congress late Thursday saying 
the nation’s security outweighs pri- 
vacy concerns of individuals caught 
up in the surveillance. 

In a letter to the chairs of the 
House and Senate intelligence com- 
mittees, the Justice Department 
said President Bush authorized 
electronic surveillance without 


first obtaining a warrant in an effort 
to thwart terrorist acts against the 
United States. 

President Bush has acknowl- 
edged he authorized such surveil- 
lance and repeatedly has defended 
it in recent days. 

The letter was the administra- 
tion’s first public notice to Congress 
about the program in which elec- 
tronic surveillance was conducted 
without the approval of a special 
court created to examine requests 
for wiretaps and searches in ter- 
rorism cases. The letter also main- 
tains that the president acted legally.

City officials fear loss 
of up to $660 million 
per day of walkout 

NEW YORK I Shops without shop- 
pers. Work without workers. For 
three days, a transit strike in the 
city that never sleeps forced much 
of its hard- charging economy to 
take a fitful nap. 

But how much damage did the 
strike actually inflict on the econo- 
my? Probably not nearly as much as 
city officials claimed, say analysts, 
noting that even the best guess is 
just that — a guess. 

City officials forecast that $400 
million loss only for the first day of 
the strike, with $300 million lost 
for each following weekday and 
$100 million a day if the walkout 
continued into the weekend. A city 
economic development group said 
the damage could reach $440 mil- 


lion to $660 million a day. 

The figures struck several econ- 
omists as being too high, but some 
costs of the strike are more easily 
quantified: The city racked up about 


$10 million a day in overtime pay 
for police officers during the strike, 
and lost an estimated $12 million 
a day in sales taxes, officials said

Iraqi Groups Unite to Protest Vote 


Sunni Arabs, secular 
Shiites threaten to 
boycott new legislature 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Sunni Arab and 
secular Shiite factions demanded 
Thursday that an international 
body review complaints about vot- 
ing fraud in last week’s elections 
and threatened to boycott the new 
legislature. But the United Nations 
rejected the idea. 

“The U.N. is not going to con- 
duct an independent review of the 
election results,” U.N. associate 
spokesman Robert Sullivan said 
in New York. 

The demand for a review came 
two days after preliminary returns 


indicated the current governing 
group, the Shiite religiously oriented 
United Iraqi Alliance, was getting 
bigger than expected majorities in 
Baghdad, which has large numbers 
of Shiites and Sunnis. 

But the criti- 
cisms of the elec- 
tion could also be 
part of jockeying 
for position by 
both Sunnis and 
former Prime 
Minister Ayad 
Allawi, a secular 
Shiite, before negotiations begin 
on forming a new coalition gov- 
ernment. 

A representative for Allawi 
described the Dec. 15 vote as “fraud- 


ulent” and called the elected law- 
makers “illegitimate.” 

Thirty-five political groups that 
competed in the vote issued a state- 
ment calling for the disbandment of 
the electoral commission, known as 
the lECI, because of alleged prob- 
lems with the balloting. 

Although final results are not 
expected until January, secular 
Shiites and Sunni Arabs appear 
alarmed. The formerly dominant 
Sunni minority, in particular, fears 
being marginalized by the Shiite 
majority, which was oppressed 
during Saddam Hussein’s reign.

In Trial, Saddam Lashes 
Out Anew at U.S. ‘Lies’ 


Ex-Iraqi leader blasts 
denials of his torture, 
moeks WMD elaims 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Saddam Hussein 
insisted again Thursday that he had 
been beaten by his American cap- 
tors, denouncing Washington’s deni- 
als as “lies” and mocking President 
Bush’s claim that Baghdad had 
chemical weapons. 

The comments came as 
Saddam’s often-theatrical trial 
began a monthlong recess follow- 
ing two days of testimony about 
alleged torture and the deaths of 
more than 140 Iraqis after a 1982 
attempt to kill Saddam in Dujail. 
The defendants could face death by 
hanging if convicted. 

Like most sessions of the trial 
so far, Thursday’s had its share of 
drama. A day earlier, Saddam told 
the court he had been beaten “every- 
where” on his body. 

On Thursday, Saddam said 
American denials that he was beat- 
en could not be believed, noting that 
no weapons of mass destruction had 
been found in Iraq despite President 
Bush’s prewar claims that Saddam 
was harboring such weapons. 



Thetrial of Saddam Hussein and his 


co-defendants adjourned until Jan 24. 


“The White House lied when 
it said Iraq had chemical weap- 
ons,” Saddam said. “I reported all 
the wounds I got to three medical 
committees. ... We are not lying; 
the White House is lying.”

A Rush to 
Dilute Spill 

New river disaster 
comes as Russia sees 
arrival of toxic slick 

BEIJING I China’s government 
rushed Thursday to shield the 
country’s southern business cen- 
ter, Guangzhou, from a toxic spill 
of cadmium flowing toward the city 
of 7 million — the second manmade 
disaster to hit a Chinese river in six 
weeks. 

Meanwhile, a slick of toxic ben- 
zene from the first accident in the 
north arrived in the Russian city of 
Khabarovsk, where residents flood- 
ed a telephone hot line with calls. 

The twin disasters highlight the 
precarious state of China’s water 
supplies for industry and homes. 
Regulators say its major rivers are 
badly polluted and millions of peo- 
ple lack access to clean water. 

The accidents are an embar- 
rassment to President Hu Jintao’s 
government, which has promised to 
clean up environmental damage. 

Authorities in southern China 
were dumping water from reservoirs 
into the Bei River to dilute the cad- 
mium spill from a smelter, (ap) 


A Slow Road to Tsunami Recovery 



One year after disaster, 
Indonesia’s Aeeh sees 
starts and stops of aid 

It has been a year since the tsunami 
laid waste to the isolated Indonesian 
province of Aceh, but tens of thou- 
sands of people still live in a vast 
archipelago of shantytowns made 
of scrap wood spit back by the sea. 
Along the coast, towns and villages 
remain nothing but swampland and 
ankle-high rubble. Many people are 
desperately frustrated. 

“We know a lot of money is going 
to Aceh, but where is it? Where are 
the buildings? Where is the con- 
struction?” demanded Zoelfitri, a 
32 -year- old man who, like many 
Indonesians, uses only one name. 

But the reality here runs deeper 
than the devastation, deeper even 
than the frustration of survivors. 

To see only the destruction is to 
miss what else has come to Aceh 
since the tsunami: the villages 
slowly rebuilding with the help of 
aid workers; the miles of sewage 
pipes drilled in the rich Aceh soil; 
the hospital emergency rooms that 
never filled with victims of post- 
tsunami disease epidemics. 

One year later, Aceh is testament 
both to the successes and the fail- 


ures that can come from billions of 
dollars in aid money. 

It wasn’t just Aceh that suffered. 
Sri Lanka, India and Thailand also 
suffered greatly in the Dec. 26 disas- 
ter. The death toll across the dozen 
nations impacted is at least 216,000 
dead and missing. 


Indonesia estimated its post- 
tsunami needs at $5 billion and 
received pledges totaling $6.5 bil- 
lion, of which nearly $4.5 billion 
has been collected, according to the 
U.N. envoy for tsunami relief. 

The aid community insists that 
reconstruction must be viewed in 


the long-term, despite pressure 
many feel from donors to get things 
done as fast as possible. 

“We don’t want the situation 
where the pressure to spend money 
makes us do things so quickly,” said 
John Sparrow, of the International 
Red Cross, tim sullivan (ap) 


Pope Benedict XVI: A New Style Icon? 


VATICAN CITY I Whether it’s Prada 
and Gucci, or just fancy tailoring. 
Pope Benedict XVI is his own man 
when it comes to dressing. 

Just days before Christmas, 
Benedict showed up at his weekly 
public audience in St. Peter’s Square 
wearing afrir-trimmed stocking cap 
that could have passed for a Santa 


Claus hat. 

Earlier this month, he made 
another fashion statement — don- 
ning a red cape trimmed in ermine 
for a papal visit to a statue of the 
Madonna that marks the beginning 
of Rome’s Christmas season. 

Coming after gossip about his 
wearing Gucci sunglasses and bright 


red Prada loafers, the vintage styles 
have turned Benedict into some- 
thing of a fashion celebrity. 

But those who know Joseph 
Ratzinger from years past dismiss 
any notion of vanity in the new 
pope’s dressing habits. 

“He wouldn’t know Gucci from 
Smoochi,” said Marjorie Weeke, a

Williams heads out of 
town for the holidays 
without a lease deal 

WASHINGTON! With Christmas three 
days away, Mayor Anthony Williams 
picked out some last-minute holi- 
day gifts to give friends and fam- 
ily Thursday. But the one thing he 
really wants under his Christmas 
tree — a baseball stadium lease 
approved by the D.C. Council — 
remained elusive. 

“We’re all sick of it, we all want 
to get it done sooner than later,” 
Williams said during a shopping 
trip to a sporting goods store. 

On Monday night, the mayor 
abruptly asked the D.C. Council 
to pull the stadium lease from a 
scheduled vote the next day, after 
it became clear he lacked the seven 
votes necessary for the deal to pass 
the 13 -member council. Critics con- 
tend Major League Baseball should 
be paying more, and worry about 
the city’s liability on cost overruns 
for the proposed $535 million ball- 
park on the Anacostia River. 

Williams said Thursday he wants 


to reach a stadium deal that is “good 
for the city.” Using his best sports 
analogy, he said, “We’ve got to score 
here, but we still have time. I do 
believe that.” 

Dec. 31 is the deadline for the 
Council to approve the lease, how- 
ever, Council Chair Linda Cropp 
has said she does not expect a vote 


until at least Jan. 3. Williams left 
Thursday night on a vacation and 
was expected back Tuesday. 

Taking advantage of the store’s

dise, the mayor purchased a num- 
ber of baseball caps and stockings.

Woman Found Guilty in 
Fatal Attack by Pit Bulls 


Case is first conviction 
in Va. of manslaughter 
for the actions of a dog 

SPOTSYLVANIA, VA. j A jury OU 
Thursday found a Partlow woman 
guilty of involuntary manslaughter 
for allowing her pit bulls to run loose 
and kill an 82 -year- old woman. 

Deanna Large, 37, sat quietly in 
the courtroom. Members of victim 
Dorothy Sullivan’s family wept after 
the verdict was read. 

The case marks the first time in 
Virginia a person has been convicted 
of manslaughter for the actions of 
his or her dog. Large also was found 
guilty of two misdemeanor charges 
of allowing her dogs to run loose. 

Before jurors began deliberating 
Large’s sentence. Commonwealth’s 
Attorney William Neely argued it 
was important to set a precedent 
establishing significant jail time 


in such cases. 

He also cited the gruesome 
manner in which Sullivan died as 
he asked for the maximum 10 -year 
sentence. Jurors earlier in the week 
saw autopsy photos showing pieces 
of Sullivan’s scalp 
torn away, chunks 
of flesh torn from 
her arm and thigh 
and bites on her 
ankle down to 
the bone. 

“Do I need to 
show you those 
autopsy photos again?” he asked 
the jury. 

One juror replied, “No sir.” 

Jurors were told about Large’s 
criminal record, including two fel- 
ony convictions. 

Defense attorney Eugene Frost 
argued for a lighter sentence. 

“The lesson is learned,” he said.

Terrorist Circles 


‘Munich’ explores the 
deadly roundelay of 
hate, fear and attack 

FILM I With “Munich,” Steven 
Spielberg will please plenty of peo- 
ple who worried he would sanitize 
the story of the 1972 Olympics mas- 
sacre and the reprisals Israel took 
over the slayings of its athletes and 
coaches by Palestinian terrorists. 

He’ll tick off a whole lot of other 
people for different reasons. 

Arabs won’t be thrilled to have 
a chapter of Palestinian extremism 
laid open to painful dramatization. 
Some Jews already are brand- 
ing “Munich” a betrayal of Israel 
for what they call its sympathetic 
treatment of Arab extremists and 
its depiction of Mossad assassins 
hunting the perpetrators as blood- 
thirsty avenging angels. 

There is enough sympathy, as 
well as condemnation, to go around 
for virtually all of Spielberg’s char- 
acters. This is a morally complex

story about morally agonizing mat- 
ters and the characters evoke both 
compassion and repugnance. 


“Munich” opens in frantic docu- 
drama style, mixing vintage news 
coverage with Spielberg’s re-cre- 


ation as members of the Palestinian 
terror group Black September infil- 
trate the Olympic Village, beginning 
a hostage standoff that would result 
in the deaths of 11 Israelis. 

Israel responds from behind 
closed doors, tapping intelligence 
officer Avner (Eric Bana) to lead 
an undercover team to assassinate 
Black September figures suspected 
of plotting the Munich massacre. 

The shadowy Ephraim (Geoffrey 
Rush) becomes the group’s handler 
and cheerleader, trying to keep 
Avner in the fold as the covert 
hunt and bloody retribution take 
an emotional toll. 

Avner has been hand-picked by 
Israeli Prime Minister Golda Meir 
(Lynn Cohen) as a true devotee, yet 
the film presents an absorbing study 
of how people of zealous faith come 
to doubt their cause, turn paranoid 
and begin to question the motives 
of superiors. 

Spielberg’s intent is to chroni- 
cle how decades of reciprocal hate 
and violence continue to escalate 
unless someone pulls back and 
says, “Enough.” He succeeds in 
creating a film very much rooted 
in the political turmoil of its time, 
yet which resonates powerfully 
amid today’s ongoing strife.

It could have been painful to 
watch in its political incorrectness 
or as an insufferably feel-good life 
lesson. But it’s surprisingly funny 


and, yes, inspirational, without try- 
ing too hard. 

Needing $28,000 for a friend’s 
surgery, Knoxville’s Steve Barker 
goes to his loser Uncle Gary. Gary 
comes up with the idea to have 
Steve compete against Jimmy 
Washington (Leonard Flowers), a 
six-time gold medalist in the Special 
Olympics, in order to reap the ben- 
efits of gambling on the games. 

Flowers is totally believable as 
an arrogant track star who arrives 
in a limo and wears metallic-gold 
running shoes. 


He makes it, but it doesn’t take 
long for his new friends to fig- 
ure out he’s faking. Still, the guys 
help him keep up his ruse because 
they’re so sick of seeing Jimmy win 
every year. 

It’s the scenes that showcase 
actors who have developmental dis- 
abilities — actual Special Olympians 
— that buzz with the most unex- 
pected comic energy. More often 
than not, you’ll find yourself 
laughing with “The Ringer,” right 
along with the characters.

CHICKEN LITTLE (G, 78 minutes) Based 
on the old tale, and the image of ardent, 
mythological stupidity — the chicken 
who thoughtthe sky was falling when 
an acorn fell on its head — this com- 
puter-animated gee-whizzer takes the 
story one more crank toward the liter- 
al. When thething hits Chicken Little, it 
turnsoutit isa pieceofthesky: The sky 
is falling. The movie then wittily finds 
a way to morph into a fabulous paro- 
dy of “War of the Worlds,’’ possibly a 
bit intense in parts for the smallest of 
beings. The animators are fabulous and 
full of mischief, weaving enough ironic 
amusements intothestoryforthe lon- 
ger of tooth. (SH) 

THE CHRONICLES OF NARNIA: THE LION, 
THE WITCH AND THE WARDROBE (PG, 
140 minutes) Andrew Adamson’s ster- 
ling version oftheperdurableC.S. Lewis 
classicof child ren’s fantasy is well told, 
handsome, stirring and loads of fun. 
Taken at face value, the film decodes 
into a kind of dashing view of colon ial- 
ismfortheprepubescentset,anempire- 
and-faith fable set in a fantasy world 
whose relation to the real one will be, 
for adults, its most fascinating element. 
For kids, the pleasure will be in some 
of the best special effects of the year. 
And for both, the overarching endear- 
ment will be a narrative, which speeds 
through its two-hour-plus runningtime.

AEON FLUX (PG-13, 95 minutes) Played 
by Charlize Theron in leather and spike 
heels, our title character works for the 
“Monican” underground against the 
police-state society of Bregna, some 
400 years from now. After an “industri- 
al disease’’ wiped out 99 percent of the 
world’s population in 2011, a leader known 
as Trevor Goodchild (Marton Csokas)

THE FAMILY STONE (PG-13, 102 minutes) 
Braying, self-righteous, predictable, mor- 
ally superior and, worst of all, loud, the 
Stones are the subject of this film, which 
means to celebrate them but only deni- 
grates. They livethe good life in a generic 
Northeastern suburb, andtheordealthat 
unites them in scorn and smugness this 
Christmas season is the arrival of favorite 
and mostsuccessfulson Everett (Dermot 
Mulroney) with his soon-to-befiancee, 
Meredith (Sarah Jessica Parker). She’s 
an emissary from theempire of repres- 
sion, which makes her a mortal enemy of 
the wonderful Stones.

GO FOR ZUCKER (Unrated, 95 minutes)

reunification loser,” but he has inescap- 
ableappeal. For most of his life, Jacky was 
acommitted secularcommunist, having 
shortened his name from Zuckermann 
when hewasayoung man. Butwhen his 
mother dies and his Orthodox Jewish 
brother Samuel (Udo Samel) arrives 
on the scene with his Orthodox fami- 
ly, a seemingly endless — and antic —

GOOD NIGHT, AND GOOD LUCK (PG- 
13, 93 minutes) George Clooney, who 
directed and co-wrote, retells the story 
of crusading journalist Ed Murrow, who 
stood up to braying political bully Joe 
McCarthy. The stylizations of ’50s TV 
drama, including black-and-white cin- 
ematography, are terrific. Clooney casts 
himself as Murrow’s producer, Fred W. 

Neither 
do any of the other CBS minions, even 
though they’re played by such names 
as Jeff Daniels, Robert Downey Jr. and 
PatriciaClarkson.Onlytwo people regis- 
ter, David Strathairn as Murrow and Joe 
McCarthy as Joe McCarthy.

HARRY POTTER AND THE GOBLET OF FIRE 

(PG-13, 160 minutes) This is probably 
the most engaging Potter film of the 
series thus far. Our central character, 
Hogwarts student Harry Potter (Daniel 
Radcliffe) is possibly more intimidated 
by girls than by dragons. Harry just got 
drafted, mysteriously, into the interna- 
tional Triwizard Tournament. As if that 
wasn’t enough, a large skull -and -snake 
apparition has appeared in the skies, a 
signal thattheevil Lord Voldemort(Ralph 
Fiennes) has returned. Readers of the 
J.K. Rowling novels may be disappoint- 
ed that many details from the book have 
been altered or omitted. But as long as 
those readers appreciate large-scale 
action and smaller-scale interaction, 
they’ll be happy, (dt) 

JARHEAD (R, 120 minutes) Set in 1991 
duringthefirst Gulf War, this movie is a 
kind of lightweight variation on Stanley 
Kubrick’s “Full Metal Jacket,” with its 
evocation of the institution known as 
the United States Marine Corps, its 
love of the profane poetry of sergeants 
and the bond felt by young men locked 
in a common ordeal. It’s a portrait of 
Swofford and his band of gyrene broth- 
ers, wandering haplessly around, look- 
ing for action while trying to overcome 
the soldier’s truest enemy, ennui. Jake 
Gyllenhaal plays “Swoff,” as he’s called,

THE KEEPER: THE LEGEND OF OMAR 
KHAYYAM (PG, 95 minutes) Twelve-year- 
old Kamran (Adam Echahly) accepts a 
weighty responsibility: preserving the 
memory of his 11th-century ancestor. 
Kamran, an Iranian-American who 
livesin modern-day Houston, isthrilled 
to become hisfamily’s“keeper,”theone 
who must passalongthestory of Omar 
Khayyam. He hears the story of the great 
mathematician, philosopher and poet in 
installments, and as he listens, we are 
privy to his imaginings: Omar (Bruno

Police suspect suicide, 
coaeh leaves Colts to 
mourn with his family 

LUTZ, FLA. I James Dungy, the 18- 
year-old son of Indianapolis Colts 
coach Tony Dungy, was found dead 
of an apparent suicide in his Tampa- 
area apartment early Thursday, the 
sheriff’s office said. 

James Dungy’s girlfriend 
found him when she returned to 
the Campus Lodge Apartments 
at about 1:30 a.m., Hillsborough 
County Sheriff’s spokeswoman 
Debbie Carter said. 

“Based on evidence at the scene, 
indications are that this death 
appears to be a suicide,” Carter said. 
However, Carter said, an autopsy will 
be performed to determine the offi- 
cial cause and manner of death. She 
released no additional details about 
what deputies found at the scene. 

When Dungy’s girlfriend found 
him, he wasn’t breathing. Carter 
said. A sheriff’s deputy performed 
CPR before an ambulance rushed 
him to University Community 
Hospital, she said. He was pro- 
nounced dead there. 

Tony Dungy has left the Colts 
and is in Tampa, where he coached 
the Buccaneers from 1996 to 2001.

Wizards find winning formula in altered lineup 


WIZARDS I For the time being, 
Wizards coach Eddie Jordan has 
come around. 

Fans have been clamoring 
all season to see small forward 
Caron Butler — acquired from the 
Lakers during the off-season — in 
the starting lineup, and Jordan, 
trying to spark a team that had 
dropped three straight and six of 
seven, finally obliged Wednesday 
in Denver. 

The result? A win to snap the 
streak, propelled by the fourth- 
best offensive output of the year 
and the most points they scored 
in more than two weeks.

the Phoenix Suns (15-9). 

Players say that they support 
having Butler alongside them at 
the tip-off, and believe he can 
help pick up the game’s pace and 
put opponents immediately on the 
defensive. 

“He’s giving us that firepower 
we need,” shooting guard Arenas 
said. 

Both Arenas and Jamison said 
they have been impressed with 
how easily they can create plays 
with Butler. 

That’s promising for fans that 
recall how dominating the Wizards 
(10-14) were last year using a 1-2- 
3 combo of Jamison, Arenas and 
Larry Hughes. 

Butler has been waiting for the 
opportunity to start since the begin- 
ning of the season. While he has not 
complained about playing the first 
23 games off the bench, it wasn’t a 
secret he preferred to be a starter 
and never felt completely comfort- 
able in a backup role. 

“I wasn’t used to it. I’m never 
going to get used to it,” Butler said.

Workouts 


Power meters give 
bike riders a better 
tool to gauge efforts 

Golfers measure their progress 
in strokes. Marathoners map out 
their improvement in minutes. And 
weightlifters track their strength 
in pounds. But what’s a bicyclist 
to do? 

Elite and weekend riders alike 
record their workouts by monitor- 
ing average speed, heart rate and 
perceived exertion. Yet speed can 
be thrown off by wind and eleva- 
tion, heart rate can be affected by 
caffeine and weather, and your own 
assessment of exertion is subjective 
and unscientific. What’s more, none 
of it tells you if you’re getting in bet- 
ter shape. 

To solve this problem, a grow- 
ing number of recreational riders 
are strapping wattage meters on 
their handlebars, taking advan- 
tage of lower prices for the gizmos 
and the promise of unrivaled work- 
out data. 

A “power meter,” as wattage 
meters are also known, offers a 
precise snapshot of true effort, an 
apples-to-apples comparison of 
fitness from one day to the next. 
If you can put out an average of 
225 watts for 30 minutes in June, 
and 250 watts for 30 minutes in 
July — both at the same heart rate 
— you are in fact pushing the ped- 
als more than 10 percent harder. 
That’s why trainers and athletes are 
convinced power meters will soon 
replace heart-rate monitors as the 
favored sports gadget, especially for 
cycling, in which power is so easily 
recorded. Newer stationary bicycles 
now display wattage. 

“Wattage is a true indication 
of what your body is doing,” said 
Lance Armstrong, who relied on 
a wattage meter to prepare for his 
seven consecutive Tour de France

speed, pedal cadence, ride time, dis- 
tance and, with a chest strap moni- 
tor, heart rate. After the ride, you 
slip the cyclometer into a cradle 
linked to a personal computer, 
which uploads the data and trans- 
forms it into a spreadsheet display- 
ing everything from the total cal- 
ories burned to your average and 
maximum heart rates. 

That spreadsheet can be trans- 
mitted via the Internet to an online 
coach, allowing the coach to badger 
you for not trying hard enough even 
if he’s 1,000 miles away. 


That kind of long-distance 
coaching has become popular, 
thanks to the amount of ride data 
you can relay via the Internet. 

You can use the meter to estab- 
lish your maximum sustainable 
power at lactate threshold, or “LT,” 
the point at which muscles produce 
lactate acid faster than the body can 
clear it. Exercise above that level for 
even a minute, and you will soon 
feel as if you are climbing Mount 
Everest — without oxygen. 

“The goal,” said Rick Babington 
of Carmichael Training Systems in 


Colorado, “is to push your LT high- 
er, and to produce more watts at or 
below your LT.” 

In other words, be stronger 
with less exertion. It sounds sim- 
ple. But what follows are agonizing 
workouts, all recorded by a power 
meter, an effusive friend on good 
days and abackstabbing snitch on 
bad ones. 

To improve wattage, Babington 
said, focus on workout intervals, 
measured in what’s called “critical 
power.” Critical power is wattage 
over a defined time period. 


For 30 minutes climbing a moun- 
tain, Armstrong can turn out near- 
ly 500 watts. Sprinters may have 
remarkably high critical power fig- 
ures for a few seconds, though endur- 
ance racers can maintain a strong 
power output for half a day. 

It’s an invaluable tool for riders 
eager to find new ways to improve 
performance. Wattage meters “are 
going to be the standard,” said Dr. 
Shannon Sovndal of the coaching 
company Thrive HEM. “It’s what 
cycling has been looking for.” john

What is affected first when drink- 
ing: speech motor skills, physical 
stamina or reasoning ability? 

As blood alcohol concentration 
increases, most people first expe- 
rience some loss of judgment and 
muscle control. At higher levels, 
reaction time slows and speech 
begins to slur. 

What can we do if we see a driver on 
the road and we suspect that they 
are drunk? 

We can use all the help we can get 
— this is everyone’s problem. You 
should call your local law enforce- 
ment agency (you can carry their 
number in your car). If you don’t 
know your local number, call 911 
and report the incident. Make 
sure to give as complete informa- 
tion as possible regarding the loca- 
tion, vehicle and driver. You’ll want 
to pull over to the side of the road 
first before you make the call.

Women 
typically have less water and more 
body fat per pound of body weight 
than men. And alcohol does not 
go into fat cells as easily as other 
cells, so more alcohol remains in 
the blood of women. 

Friends have always told me that 
drinking beer doesn’t affect a driver 
as much as hard liquor. Is this true? 

Actually, “a drink is a drink is a 
drink” — and approximately the 
same amount of alcohol will be 
found in one shot of distilled spir- 
its or one five- ounce glass of wine 
or one 12 -ounce beer. 

Is it OK to just have one or two 
before driving? 

It’s important to know that impair- 
ment can begin with just one drink. 
All states now have .08 BAG per se 
laws which means that a person can 
be arrested for DWI if their BAG is 
at or above .08. However, if a per- 
son’s driving shows signs of impair- 
ment and an officer has probable 
cause, a person can be arrested at 
a lower BAG.

Even poor old stuck-in- 
the-’60s Dulles is getting a make- 
over. So if you’re going to be spend- 
ing most of your holiday waiting at 
the gate, enjoy some new (and very 
old) pre -flight perks. 

WASHINGTON 
DULLES INTERNATIONAL 

Dulles is undergoing a ginormous 
renovation, with new shops and 
eateries flooding in over the next 
few months. Most aren’t ready for 
the holiday crowd, but Vino Volo is. 
The sleek wine bar, which opened 
in September, looks like something 
that dropped into concourse C from 
another planet. But the staff takes 
kindly to humans. The drinks 
are sold by the glass or the triple

glass flight, like California Kings, 
a collection of Atalon Cabernet 
Sauvignon, Belvedere Merlot and 
Renard Syrah ($11). Dishes, avail- 
able in small finger-food portions 
or appetizer sizes, come in varieties 
like Chickpea and Sausage Casserole 
($7/$12) and Lentil Braised with 
Bacon ($8/$14). Theyummies can 
be boxed up for you to eat on board, 
and they sell vino by the bottle, too 


(have a hostess gift ready when you 
deplane). Dulles is the first location 
for the alcoholic oasis, but Vino Volo 
is eyeing several other airports. 

Once renovations at Dulles 
are complete, expect many more 
spots to get sloshed, including two 
branches of Clarendon fave Harry’s 
Tap Room (pre- and post- security 
outposts), a Tex-Mex-themed Jose 
Cuervo Tequileria, and a Gordon 
Biersch, known for its brews and 
garlic french fries. 

There’s more than just booze at 
Dulles, although you might think 
that’s what Massage Bar is about — 
the concourse B parlor uses liquor 
lingo to sell its services, mostly back 
rubs and foot treatments. A single 
“shot” ($21) here will loosen you up 
in 15 minutes. A double ($39) is a 
half-hour.

RONALD REAGAN 
WASHINGTON 
NATIONAL AIRPORT 

Like Dulles, National is about to 
undergo a mondo renewal, complete 
with new stores and restaurants. No 
word on what that will mean exactly 
— although we hear a wine bar is in 
the works. But the coolest thing at 
this airport is 200 years old. 

You may have dashed by it with 
your wheelie, but you’ve probably 
never noticed the preserved archae- 
ological site squeezed between the 
terminal A and B parking lots. 
National is built on the remains of 
Abingdon Plantation, a 6,000 -acre 
site once owned by the Alexander 
family (as in Alexandria) and 
George Washington’s stepson. 
Slip off the walkway between the 
lots to a path that leads up a green 
mound, where you’ll find the ruins 
of the house, part of a brick wall, 
and a plaque. 

Winter is perhaps not the best 
time to enjoy the grassy knoll and 
benches, so there’s an indoor com- 
ponent as well. Go up the stairs off 
the terminal A lobby, which lead 
to a room labeled “Exhibit Hall.” 
Inside, there are a few cases con- 
taining bits of coins, china and 
other goodies, plus a video explain- 
ing the history of the plantation.
